meet with. 
They are reputed to go with Young 3

King Bochus Condemned Thirty men 
to be torn and trod in peices by Elephants, 
and caſting them amonglt thirty EJe- 


phants,his ſervants by all their skill could 


not provoke them to touch one man. 
Aztipater \uppoſeth they have a kind of 
Divine. Inſtinct of Law and Equity. 

At Rowean El-phaxt having ſlain both 
the Adulterer and Adultereſs, covered 
them with the Bed Cloaths until the 
Keeper came home, and then by figns 
drew him to his Lodging to diſcover 
them,” and ſhewed his bloogy Tooth 
wherewith he had taken Revenge upon 
them both. 

An Indian who had brought. up a 
white Elephant. from a Foal, the King 
hearing of this white Elephant ſends for 
it, the mandenics the King, the Kings 
ſends meſſengers after to bring back the 
Elephant and the man to receive puniſh- 
ment. 


At the place both the man and the Ele. 


phant detended themſelves ; at laft they 
got near to the [ndian,and caſt him down 
a ſteep place. The Elephant flew ſome 
of them, and defended his Maſter , and 
put them to flight, and then took up his 
Maſter with his Trunk and carried him 
ſafe to his lodging. 

They take great care to bury and 
cover the dead Carcaſes of their Com. 
panions, by caſting duſt and earth upon 
them, and alſo green boughs. 

Beſides when they grow old they can 
neither gather meat nor fight for them- 
ſelves; the younger feed, nouriſh and 


defend them, yea and raiſe them out of 


are fallen,and interpoſe their own bodies 
for their proteCQtion. 

Theſe Elephants are ſaid to diſcern be- 
twixt Kings and common perſons, for 
they adore and bend unto them, point- 
ting to their Crowns. 

Aleager or Chaumigren King of Pegu 
began a cruel War with an Army of a 
Million of Martial Men, two Hundred 
Thouſand Horſe, Five Thouſand Ele- 
phants, and Three Thouſand Camels , 
againſt the King of Syam; the City of 
Sam 1s judged twiceas big as Paris, ly- 
ing diſtant from Pegs 65 dayes Journey 
by Camels, only for a white Came! to put 
inro his Park at Pegs. 

Their chief food isRice boyled in milk 


made up in balls, and they have daily 50 


pound to their portions ; beſides they are 
turned into the Fields, and feed upon Sy- 
camore-leaves, and other pleaſing leaves. 

They love Coolneſs and Bath in ponds, 
Heat is very troubleſom to them ; when 
the waters are not high enough to cover 
them, they lye down and tumble therein. 

When the Elephants go to War, they 
wear only the Skin with Bars of Steel 0- 
ver their Trunks, an4 they are richly 
trapped upon their Feſtivals. 

A mighty bigElephaxt being preſented 
to the King of Pegs, by Syam his Tribu- 
tary, the King immediately commanded 
meat to be brought him to know his 
Breeding,he that brought him gave him 
water in a foul Veſſel, the Elephazt dil- 
dainfully putting his Trunk into his 
mouth, ſpouted a great quantity of ſtink- 
ing water on his Keepers head, his Kee- 
per returning him a blow upon the head 
with a ſtaff, the Elephant immediately 
killed him with his Trunk. The 
King admiring his prudence , cauſed 
water to brought in a clean Silver Velle], 
and bought him Harneſs moſt rich and 


of Iron,

Elephants trained for the Mogs!, and 
each carry an Iron Gun five toot long 
upon a ſtrong frame of wood faſtened to

Some Elephants the Kings keep to exe- 
cue Malefactors,and ſome for ſtate, and 
others to carry Burdens, 


The Elephants are ruled with a ſmall 


Rod of Steel about two pound a yard, 
made ſharp at the lowerend,and a Hook 
turned like a fiſh-hook very ſharp, by 
which they pull them back that Ride 
them. 

The Elephanta ftratnger with us, are 
common in Izata. 

It 15 the greatelt of all land Creatures. 
Their Teeth have been ſeen 14 ſpans 
long, and 4 ſpans thick.
